the consideration "of Congress •"such-measures as lie shall 
judge necessary and expedient." 
Hitherto, when a President 


has.sent,to Congress his recommendation, in (he form of a 
message, he has uniformly assigned a reason why the action 
suggested should he adopted. 


For the first time in our history the extraordinary spectacle 


is witnessed of a-'President asking Congress lo repeal a law, 
and not telling that body why, in his opinion, they should do it. 


• President .Wilson's appeal of last week is mysterious. Of the 
relief to our coastwise vessels from paying'loll, for passing 
through the Panama Canal, he says, thai the-measure, which 
received full consideration and aiinosf.;,iinailimous approval, 
should now be repealed.

'reverse our settled policy, oil' hand, at the simple request of 
the. President? 


This unfortunate manner of recommending action without 


giving a reason, but with language that almost suggests a 
veiled threat from some quarter, will lead lo wide-spread lack 
of confidence in the wisdom of the conduct of our foreign af- 
fairs.- Is it that Great Britain requires Congress lo lake this 
slep, or she will give us trouble in.our dealing with (he situa- 
tion in Mexico'? We hesitate lo believe it. 


The .forthcoming debate in the Senate is likely to throw 


light upon the unprecedented slate of things. No American 
who understands our coastwise trade, fails to see In this.pre- 
cipitous action of the President an injury to'business; and what 
is more, the danger of further concession of our rights. 
It is 


a great mistake to adopt Ihe''po1icy that Ihe President urges. 


There are some persons who have permitted themselves to 


be governed by a sentimental impulse, and have thought it. to 
be a noble act to give lo Great Brilaili the benefit of any doubt 
they conceive to exist in construing Ihe language of the Hay- 
Paunceforl treaty. We think-this is not the time to do what 
Great Britain never would do, were the case reversed. Such 


- persons should remember that, our country cannot afford to 


take a step, contrary to our interests, where Ihe world sees, or 
thinks that it sees, a display of timidity on our part; a fear that 
Great Britain will not'be with us in the administration disposi- 
tion of "other matters of even greater delicacy,". 


The safe path for a country to pursue is ever that of stand- 


ing firm for her rights. At all events, theye should be no sus- 
picion of yielding up, a right because afraid to uphold it. We 
are.sorry to observe in President Wilson's words a lack of 
virility.: There is missing that-note of firm reliance upon the 
sense of justice and fairness which it is only right to attribute 
to the deliberate'.action of Congress,-confirmed, as.it has been, 
by an expression of'opinion from two former Presidents, and 
by the unmistakable language of the national platform of the 
Democratic party." 


A majority in Congress may come to the rescue of the Pres- 


ident, who knows how to bring pressure to bear upon mem- 
bers-'of his party whose co'nyictifilnX'jir.t hostile .to his wishes. 
The foremost democratic Ieade|s^0tto£believe4his step to be 
either.necessary or wise. Wl$t||fer tlj£vote may be, the fact 
willrejnain that neverbefofe';iiasj|-President.in a rcommenda- 
tion to Congress betrayed a tTJembung fear. May so pitiful an

Surely those of you who read the news- 
papers which recently have published the fact that three. hundred and 


twenty-live thousand men w.ere out of Jims in New York City, cannot see 
the necessity for employing men seven days In .a weelt.—John Mitchell.
